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The New Treasury Certificates 
URING the World War the Liberty Loan 
drives in America and the similar gov- 
ernment loans in other countries brought 
forcibly before the people the value of 
systematic saving. Since the war many have 
forgotten the lessons they learned along these 
lines during those strenuous times and there 
are comparatively few who appreciate that 
the United States Government has recently 
announced an issue of securities which is de- 
signed to afford the same encouragement and 
incentive to saving that was presented during 
the war. 

The securities in question comprise the new 
United States Treasury Certificates, which will 
mature five years from the date of issuance. 
They will earn 414 per cent a year, com- 
pounded semi-annually, if held to maturity, 
they are payable on demand at a 
slightly decreased rate of interest. On the 
other hand, the Government cannot call them 
for redemption before maturity. These cer- 
tificates are a direct obligation of the United 
States Government, insuring absolute safety. 
Moreover, certificates are registered in the 
purchaser’s name at the time they are bought 


though 


as a protection against unforeseen contin- 
gencies. 
Issued in denominations of $25, $100, and 


$1000, for $20, $80, and $800, respectively, 
they are exempt from state and local taxation, 
exeept estate and inheritance taxes, and from 
the normal federal income tax. There is no 
red tape, formality nor difficulties involved in 
making a purchase, as the Government is 
desirous of having these certificates widely 
known and appreciated. It feels that it is 
oftering the people an ideal system of saving. 
combining absolute safety, liberal interest, and 
ready cash if withdrawn, as the certificates 
are not subject to market fluctuations and can- 
not depreciate in value. Their market worth

NE does not expect to get dividends 

from investment in a home—at least, 

not in cash, says Los Angeles Saturday 

night. And yet the best thought and 
the greatest enthusiasm go into the building 
of it, for the man or woman who builds does 
so, not for gain, not to please other people, 
but for love’s sake—the love of a beautiful 
home which may, at the same time, be a work 
of art. John Ruskin tells us that all orders 
of houses may be beautiful when they are thus 
built by their master to his own liking. In 
the Better Homes week to come the thought 
of John Ruskin and what he taught in the 
way of Homes Beautiful is bound to be upper- 
most, for that lover of the arts believed in 
building the best that one could, not neces- 
sarily large houses—happiness in a home, he 
taught, does not at all depend on the size of 
one’s house—but on ones having peaceful and 
safe possession of it; on one’s habits of keep- 
ing it clean and in order; on the materials of 
it being trustworthy, no matter how humble, 
and in one’s contentment with it so that one 
may ‘‘mend it to his mind,’’ day by day, and 
leave to one’s children a better house than it 
was originally. What a lecture John Ruskin 
could have given on Better Homes! He was 
the Victorian, apostle of homes artistic, preach- 
ing their betterment continually. How he 
loved that home in Italy, with its flawless 
stones, ‘‘laid as level as a sea horizon, so that 
the walls became one solid mass of unalter-

If possible, 
parents should make it a point to install a 
beautiful picture, an artistic cabinet, a grace- 
ful chair, table or wardrobe in the home, at 
intervals, for young eyes to dwell upon, admire 
and secretly love. Stuffy furniture, dismal 
hangings, gloomy pictures, clumsy chairs and 
tables are a crime; they depress“the spirits of 
the inmates and conspire to unhappiness. 
Good cheer, good manners, good comradeship, 
good art—these are the corner stones of the 
Home Beautiful. 


Fewer Servants 

ENSUS figures for the last decade, deal- 
ing with domestic labor, shows decreases 

as follows: Cooks, 21 per cent; cham- 

bermaids, 26 per cent; maids and valets, 
27 per cent; launderers and laundresses not 
in commercial launderies, 25 per cent; dress- 
makers and seamstresses not in factories 47 
per cent; dressmakers’ apprentices, 63 per 
cent, and general servarits, 20 per cent. One 
reason assigned for the decrease is that the 
census was taken at a time when high wages 
prevailed in industry and many persons form- 
erly satisfied with domestic employment had 
gone to work in factories. However, that is 
not thought to be the only reason for 52,000 
fewer cooks, 10,000 fewer chambermaids and 
200,000 fewer general servants. 

Opinions as to the meaning of these changes 
and the effect they may have on family life 
vary. One suggestion is that without servants 
and with housewives who go about much more 
than formerly, housework must be reduced to 
u minimum. That being true there is a ten- 
dency toward smaller homes and a decided 
drift in the direction of small apartments with 
kitchenettes kitehens formerly were 
used. The old-fashioned kitéhen frequently 
was the heart of the home because the parlor 
never was used except on state oceasions and 
the kitchen was larger than many of the 
present-day apartment living rooms. 

Girls and women who are foreed to take 
employment to make a living count domestic 
service low in the scale of desirable work. 
Many of them may make more money than 
salesgirls or factory workers, because the 
domestic worker usually has a room and board 
furnished, but many refuse to do domestic 
work, With fewer servants in 1920 than ten 
years before, naturally more women are doing 
their own housework. Their doing it is usually 
regarded as. the result of the scarcity of 
servants, but to some degree it is also a cause 
of the reduced number of servants. Improved 
appliances have not robbed housework of all 
its terrors, but they have made it possible to 
systematize and lighten household tasks to a 
degree that permits many women to perform 
them who under old conditions would have 
been compelled to seek aid of servants. 

After all, not so many women have passed 
cut of domestic service as appears on the sur- 
facé of things. Many tasks of food prepara- 
tion and clothes making that used to be done 
in homes are being performed in factories 
where women are employed, and women are 
also workers in the factories making household 
eppliances that simplify labor. So women are 
still indirectly doing much housework though 
they are not doing it in homes. In this there 
is a movement somewhat like that away from 
the farms to the cities. This is usually thought 
of as a complete loss to agriculture. As a 
matter of fact many of the workers in cities 


where 


are engaged in construction of farm machinery : 





and other devices that tend to lighten the 
burdens of farm work, and they are thus still 
engaged in agriculture indirectly though they 
no longer live in the country.

When the tunnel is completed Salt Lake 
City will be six hours nearer to Denver.

Weaver, in charge of the sheriff's 
force at the desert railway terminal, 
who arrived in San Bernardino yes- 
terday. 

“The situation appears to be more 
quieted,” said Deputy Sheriff Weav- 
er, “but the presence of county of- 
ficers at Needles is yet a necessity 
to protect shop workers, I believe. 
The picket line is manned every 
hour of the day, some of the pick- 
ets, mostly Mexicans, carrying pick 
handles for walking canes.” 

Many of the shop employes have 
returned to their homes in the city 
under the protecting arms of the 
county officers, although scores of 
men are still living in the stockade 
in the railway yards, the deputy 
sheriff said. 

That the Santa Fe will attempt to 
man its shops at Needles with a 
force of new residents entirely was 
forecast yesterday when twelve em- 
ployes from San Bernardino were 
ordered to work in the desert shops. 

Not a single striker has returned 
to work in the Needles shops, and, 
from indications, the forces must be 
rehabilitated by outside men. 

Sheriff Walter A. Shay has not 
intimated how lang he will keep his 
officers on dtty at Needles. There 
are no indications of the force being 
reduced.

THE PUZZLE OF THE maaaee] 


EMPRESS | 
Att the mystery and intrigue for 
which the East is famous could 





easily be epitomized in the strange, 
almost uncanny story of ‘Tsu-Hsil, 
dowager empress of China, and for 
years the power behind the throne of 
the Celestial Empire. Where she came 
from, how she exerted her almost su- 
pernatural power, the way in which 
she managed to substitute the first 
cousin of her dead son in the place 
of the baby emperor, the manner of 
her death, and the very dispositicn of 
her body, are all veiled in a cloud of 
uncertainty, from which there emerges 
only the fact that Tsu-Hsi deserves to 
be ranked with Catherine of Russia 
as one of the few women who ever 
completely dominated a vast, half-sav- 
age kingdom. 

The first that was known of Tsu- 
Hei was when she arrtved in Peking, 
unheralded, to take her place in the 
ranks of the wives of the emperor, 
Hsien-Feng. Her beauty and _ her 
charm attracted the favorable atten- 
tion both of the dowager empress 
and the first wife of the emperor, and 
ghe was soon accorded the compara- 
tive position of honor as fourth wife 
to the emperor, taking the place of the 
second wife when the latter died some 
months later. 

Two years after Tsu-Hsi entered 
the palace she gave birth to a son— 
a boy who succeeded to the throne 
upon the death of his father five 
years later, the first wife of the em- 
peror being childless. Long before 
this time, however, official Peking was 
boiling over with gossip as to the 
origin of the ‘peasant empress,” as 
she was known on account of the fact 
that her feet had never been bound. 
Aecording to one story, she was a 
slave-girl whose beauty had attracted 
the attention of the emperor, An- 
other rumor maintained that she had 
been given to the governor of a south- 
ern prevince in return for a favor 
conferred ‘upon her mother and that 
the governor, wishing to secure favor 
in the eyes of the emperor, had sent 
her to Peking, where she soon ruled 
the court by virtue of her overpower- 
ing personality. A third report— 
and one which was most generally 
accepted—was that she was the pro- 
tege of Li Hung Chang, who was sup- 
posed to have placed her in the im- 
perial palace to further his own ends, 
knowing that she was the daughter 
of a Tartar general, 1 heritage which 
would have accounted both for her 


brains and her ability to dominate 
those around her, 
But, no matter what her orlgin 


was, high or low, the fact that Tsu- 
Hsi ruled the imperial palace with 
a rod of fron !s a matter of record, as 
is the dramatic manner In which she 
folled the plot to wreck her power 
through the murder of her son 
shortly after he had ascended the 
throne. The conspiracy was success- 
ful, so far as the death of the boy 
was concerned, but no sooner had he 
succumbed to a very brief iliness than 
‘the empress left the bed where his 
body lay and proceeded at once to 
another part of the palace, snatching 
up the three-year-old cousin of the 
dead emperor, Kwuang-Hsu, and pre- 
senting him to the assembled mandar- 
ins as the new ruler of China—a coup 
which the empress {s sald to have en- 
gineered by means of threats of per- 
sonal violence against the mandarins 
and an oath that she would encom- 
pass the death of any who dared op- 
pose her wishes, From this time un- 
til the death of Kwang-Hsu, in 1908, 
Tsu-Hsi was the real head of the 
kingdom—not only as dowager em- 
press, but as the power which dom- 
inated the emperor by means of the 
lash whenever he showed a disin- 
clination to fall in with her wishes. 

As befitted one of the most remark- 
able women in history, the death of 
Tsu-Hsi was as dramatic and mysteri- 
ous as her origin and early history. 
On November 8, 1906, the court as- 
sisted in the celebration of her sev- 
enty-fourth birthday—an occasion in 
which she appeared to be in the best 
of health. Less*than a fortnight later, 
however, {t was announhced that the 
empress had suddenly died and, at 
the same time, a bulletin was issued 
stating that the emperor had passed 
away on the preceding evening. Those 
familiar with the intrigue surrounding 
the Chinese court shook their heads 
wisely and smiled with more than a 
trace of grimness at the thought of 
the fate which had overtaken Tsu-Hsi 
and her protege. 

“The death which she had meted out 
to others has overtaken her at’ last,” 
was the popular verdict, but beyond 
this nothing was discovered. Thus 
passed, as mysteriously as she had 
lived. one of the most remarkable char- 
acters in history—an autocrat whose 
birth, life and death were all shrouded 
in ifMpenetrable mystery.

Mr. Young recently held a confer- 
ence with Farm Advisor Hodgson for 
the purpose of making available the 
general results of the study, prior to 
the time when they. will appear in 
print as a scientific article or bulle- 
tin. Citrus growers have been anx- 
iously awaiting authoritative informa- 
tion on this subject as it has a very 
important relation to the planting of 
covercrops, many growers having de- 
layed planting, awaiting the results 
of Mr. Young’s investigation. At the 
conference, Mr. Young showed tables 
and -eharts which indicated that at a 
height of five feet from the ground, 
in orchards of average size, surround- 
ed by areas not planted to winter 
covercrops, the effect of a winter 
covercrop on the temperature is neg- 
ligible. Close to tMe ground there is 
a slight difference in,favor of clean 
cultivation but this difference rarely 
exceeds’ more than a degree and a 
half. It was found, however, that in 
covercropped orchards the tempera- 
ture rose somewhat later in the morn- 
ing that was the case in clean-culti- 
vated orchards. Mr. Young stated 
that he hoped to continue investiga- 
tions for at least another year as -he 
thought it quite probable that in dis- 
tricts where large orchard areas are 
solidly planted to winter covercrops, 


the difference in temperature at a}- 


height of five feet might be some- 
what greater than in the case of 
small areas planted to covercrops 
surrounded by large areas of land 
under clean cultivation. 

“From the results of last season’s 
work,” said Mr. Young, “I could not 
recommend that citrus growers should

ALONE SAY THEY

“California should let well enough 
alone,” is the title of an editorial 
in Forbes’ Magazine for September, 
edited by B. C. Forbes, who is also 
one of the leading financial writers 
for the Hearst publications. 

“No voter will be confronted in 
November with a more important 
than the voters of Cali- 


fornia,” continues Mr. Forbes, “as 
they are to vote on a_ proposed 
amendment to the State Constitution 
which would authorize the State to 
borrow $500,000,000 for hydro-elec- 
tric purposes. The spending of this 
colossal sum—approximately seven 
times the present total indebtedness 
of the State—would be entrusted to 
five individuals who would be in a 
position to do anything and every- 
thing they pleased until after an- 
other constitutional amendment could 
be enacted. 

“No state in the Union has more 
capably or more honestly-managed 
hydro-electric enterprises than Cali- 
fornia. I personally know the heads 
of the three leading. utility corpora- 
tions, and I have investigated their 
vresent operations. California’s util- 
ity companies are already thorough- 
ly regulated by a state commission 
that enjoys the confidence of the 
public. How the people regard their 
hydro-electric .companiés and those 
running them may be deduced from 
the’ fact that the securities of these 
corporations have been purchased by 
150,000 Californians, mostly people 
of modest means. No dollar can be 
raised by any utility corporation un- 
til sanctioned by the state regulat- 
ors; hence, there is no room for

stock-jebbery or any other financial ;, 


flim-flamming. The rates charged 
consumers are so reasonable that 
the increase in the demand _ for 
power has been phenomenal. Not a 
few industrial enterprises have been 
influenced to locate in California be- 
cause of the plentifulness of cheap 
power. 

“Although the majority opinion is 
that the proposed staggering experi- 
ment will be voted down, it is sig- 
nificant that one of the largest in- 
surance companies in America has 
recently refused to invest in an of- 
fering of California hydro-electric se- 
curities until after the election. This 
company feels that the $500,000,000 
leap-in-the-dark might gravely en- 
danger not merely the securities of 
Califernia’s utility corporations, but 
the whole credit of the state. Were 
the great majority of Californians up 
in arms against--wholesale robbery 
by utility corporations, or were the 
state being kept back by lack of 
privately supplied capital to furnish 
adequate hydro-electric power, one 
could understand the bringing ~ for- 
ward of such an amendment to the 
state constitution. But the facts be 
ing as they are, it is not easy to 
grasp why such a step should even 
be suggested, and it is still more 
difficult to reason out how any such 


proposal can have the _ remotest 
chance of being endorsed by sensible
